The Picture Menu 



The Picture Menu is the first screen you see when 
you start the program. From here you can go to the 
five departments of activity, or exit the program. 
Here’s what you can do in each of the departments: 



The Photo Lab 

■ Create photos using clip art. 
graphic tools and text. Photos 
are loaded into columns in the 
Copy Desk. 

The Banner 

■ Create a banner for the top of 
your newsletter using clip art. 
graphic tools and text. 

O The Copy Desk 

■ Choose your page layout: 
Letter- or legal-size paper, 
with or without a banner. 

■ Specify the banner to appear on 
the page. 

■ Choose font and line spacing. 

■ Type in your stories. 

■ Load in photos. 

■ Load in ASCII files or pages from The Newsroom. 


The Press 

■ Specify your printer type. 

■ Print banners, photos, or complete pages.

■ Using a modem, share text and graphics with any 
owner of The Newsroom Pro.

Take The Guided Tour 


The Guided Tour is a quick step-by-step overview in which you will create a sample newsletter. Follow along 
and have fun. When you’ve completed the tour, you can turn to the User’s Manual to learn about The 
Newsroom Pro in detail. 


Getting started 

Before you take the Guided Tour, you must install 
the program and set up your printer. Let’s begin. 

1. Format a floppy disk for data file storage. 

2. Make a backup copy of the program disk, then 
insert it into drive A. 

3. Enter AtSETUP 

4. Respond to the questions that appear on the 


5. If you are using a hard disk system, enter 
NRPRO. If you are using a floppy disk system, 
enter PRO. 

6. Select Press from the Picture Menu. Select the 
type of printer you are using, then return to the 
Picture Menu. 


C Select Banner from the 
Picture Menu. (To select, 
you can use enter or the 
function key.) 

The Banner area has three 
parts: 

■ The icon area, from 
which you select the tool you want to use. 

■ The work area, where you create your banner. 
What you can see on the screen represents about 
one-half of a banner; the screen scrolls 
horizontally when you need to see the other half 
of the banner. 

■ The scroll bar, which indicates what part of the 
work area is on the screen at any given time. 


Insert the Clip Art Volume 
1 disk into a disk drive and 
select the clip art icon. 
Move the cursor onto the 
page name “Aerial 2" and 
select it. 

Move onto the clip art 
page, then move the 
“hand” cursor onto the 
balloon and pick it up 
(press ENTER). 





E Move the balloon to the left 
comer of the work area, 
then drop it there (press 
ENTER). 

If you move a piece of art 
out of the work area by 
mistake, select OOPS to make it reappear. 

If you move the cursor after dropping a piece of art, 
you may see a second image of the piece of art. The 
program allows you to drop as many copies of a 
piece of art as you like. 


Press F4 to select the 
crayon icon and display the 
Graphic Tools Menu. 

Select the large serif font 
(F2), the banner scale (F7), 
then select Exit (F9) to 
return to the work area.

When the printing is done, take your printer off line 
and do a form feed. Then put your printer back on 
line and return to the Picture Menu by selecting the 
Menu option. 










Select Photo Lab from the 
Picture Menu. 

Like the Banner, the Photo 
Lab has an icon area and a 
work area. Unlike the 
Banner, the entire work area 
is displayed at one time. 

As you did for the Banner, insert the Clip Art 
Volume I disk, then select the clip art icon. 

Move the cursor onto the 
page name “Aerial 1“ and 
select it. 


Move the cursor onto the 
mouse and pick it up. 


Move the mouse into the 
middle of the work area, 
then drop it there. 


Now it’s time to take a 
snapshot of your artwork. 
Select F6 to activate the 
camera icon. The cursor 
takes the shape of a cross. 
Move the cross just above 
and to the left of the mouse 
and select. 

Move the cross below and to 
the right of the mouse. A 
box takes shape, enclosing 
the part of the work area that 
will be included in your 
snapshot. When the box 
encloses the entire piece of art, select again. 

The boxed area is reversed for a moment (like a 
photographic negative), indicating that the snapshot 
has been taken. 

To save your snapshot, first 
insert your data disk. Then 
select the disk icon and the 
Save photo option, and 
finally enter a name for your 
photo. Return to the Picture Menu by selecting the 
MENU icon. 







■ ■ Select Copy Desk from the 

■ Picture Menu. 

I Like the Banner, the screen 
I displays only part of the 
■ work area at a time. What 
■ you see is about one-third 
the length of one column; a printed page contains 
two columns. The screen scrolls vertically when 
you need to go to another part of the column. 

The small box in the upper right comer of the 
screen is the scroll bar; it indicates what part of the 
work area is displayed at any given time. 

There are four things you need to do in the Copy Desk 
■ Select a page layout ■ Compose the columns 

■ Select a banner ■ Save the page 



Select the PAGE icon (FI). 
You’ll see four page layout 
options. Select the regular 
letter-sized (S'/’" x 11") 
page with a banner. 



Insert your data disk and 
select the banner icon (F2). 
From the list of options, 
select the name of your 
banner. 


There are two tasks involved in composing a 
column: loading photos and entering text. In this 
guided tour, we’ll load a photo first. 

Select the disk icon, then 
the Load photo option. 
Move the cursor to the 
name of your photo and 
select it. 




The box you see in the work area represents your 
photo. Move the box to the top left of the work area 
and drop it there; the photo appears. 



Select the FONT icon (F4). 
The Font Menu has options 
for font (type style) and 
line spacing. 













Select the large sans serif font; you can accept the 
default "2" line spacing assigned by the program. 
Now select OK. 

Move into the work area. 
When the cursor is a hand, 
type the headline for your 
story: Have fun and catch 
a ride. 

The starting point for text is chosen by the program; 
it’s the uppermost part of the work area not 
occupied by a photo. As you enter the headline, the 
words wrap automatically from line to line, and 
they also wrap around your photo. 

When you have typed your headline, return to the 
icon area. (Use the arrow keys or press ctrl l.) 



Select the Font icon again, 
then select the small sans 
serif font, then OK. 

Move into the work area 
onto a spot not occupied by 
either your headline or your 
photo. The cursor will be a non-blinking hand. 

To start your story, press enter twice to put some 
space between your story and the headline. Then 
type your story. 

If you reach the bottom of the screen and continue 
typing, the work area will scroll automatically to 
make room for your text. 



To enter text into the other 
column, select the column 
icon (F3). The left-hand 
column will blink, 
indicating that it is the 
active column. Select again 
to activate the right-hand column. 



The work area now displays the empty right-hand 
column. Move into the work area and enter some 
text. 



Save pa^e 


To save the page, select the 
disk icon, then the Save 
page option. Enter a name 
for your page, then select 
Menu to return to the 
Picture Menu.

The program will ask how 
many copies of the page 
you want. Accept the 
default, I. 


5 If you have a 
modem, send 
your news 





Select Wire Service from 
the Picture Menu. You'll 
see a list of modems 
supported by The 
Newsroom Pro. Select your 
type of modem. 


The program will display easy-to-follow 
instructions. You can send banners, photos, and 
entire pages to anyone who has a mc^em and The 
Newsroom Pro. 



Insert your data disk, then select: Press from the 
Picture Menu, the Print Page option, and the name 
of your page.
